C ongressm an lteed R e-elected by. an In ­ 
crea sed M ajority. 
Washington, Septem ber Sih.—There is 
a 
great deal of interest in W ashington as to the 
outcome to-dav in Maine, especially in Speaker 
Reed’s district In a contest where the probable 
majority narrows down to a m argin of less than 
1,000. the nnder dog has a possible chance, and 
it is th i. fact tha* m akes the contest interesting 
in W ashiin ton. There is a large array ol Demo­ 
cratic talent which would like to see Mr. Reed 
repudiated by his district, w hich they argue 
would be a distinct and em phatic rebuke to the 
Speaker for the Dew m ethods of procedure 
w hicj he has introduced in the House. Ad­ 
vices from his district, however, have not been 
sueh as to give encouragem ent to this hope. 
If 
the Speaker’* nrejoritv should be sm all, falling 
below 500, his election w ill probably be con­ 
tested. 
If the next House s h 'u ld b e Democratic it 
will hot be inclined to display m uch generosity 
to the present Speaker, and such a contest 
would perhaps oe a serious m atter for Mr. Keed. 
Judging from the Cummings resolution, which 
called public attention to the increase of force 
at the Kittery Navy Y’ard and subsequent re­ 
port that legal obstacles existed as to the right 
ol m any of the citizens of the district to vote at 
this election, it appears th a t the Democratic 
m anagers have been preparing the public m ind 
in advance, so that there would be uo surprise 
in case a contest was m ade. Mr. Cummings 
has been in telegraphic com m uuicatiou with 
Mr. ¿’rank, the 
Democratic candidate, aud 
there will doubtless be close scrutiny of all 
these m atters during the election in fipeaker 
Reed's district to-day. 
If th e case can tie estab­ 
lished agaiest the legality of Mr. Reed’s elec­ 
tion, if he be elected, the Democratic m anagers 
are prepared to m ake the most of it.

Reed's plurality is about 4,500. nearly twice 
that of 1888, aud about four tim es those of pre­ 
vious years. 
The handsom e Republican victory in the 
State results from several causes, one of the 
chief of w hich is the license issue, which, while 
not violently urged by the Democrats, has re­ 
cently’ had its effect. The prohibitionists in the 
Democratic party quietly rem ained at home 
and did not vote. W hile the workers of that 
party have been divided on the question of pro­ 
hibition. the vote, as iudicated by the latest re­ 
tu rn '. has fallen off, which seem* to indicate 
that some prohibitionists have gone over to the 
Republicans in the interest ol tem perance. 
From a careful estim ate m ade here at a late 
hour to-night, Burleigh (Republican) w ill re­ 
ceive a plurality of 16,000, w hich shows a com 
parattvely sm all falling off from 1888. w hen 18,­

In plain words, it is the State’s 
birthday, and it is to he celebrated, as it 
has been during forty years, as a joyous 
anniversary. 
Only, this year the genera­ 
tion th a t trod upon the heels of “Admis" 
sion-’ takes a more than usually active part 
in the exercises. 
It is a right and proper thing to do. 
YVe have not any too many holidays, not 
too many days when the tension of busi‘ 
ness and labor can lie relaxed. 
Moreover, 
it is a good thing, a most commendable 
thing to thus cultivate local pride. 
A t­ 
tachm ent to the soil is the best foundation 
of loyalty to government. 
Love for place 
of birth bulwarks the homes of men, and 
holds them in a close relation that is a 
peace potentiality and a conservator of 
manliness, gentleness, mercy and justice. 
W e have not one particle of sympathy 
w ith the shallow intelligence that a few 
days ago attem pted to fulminate against 
to day’s celebration by the Pioneers and 
N ative Sons, on the ground that such ac­ 
tion as they are taking tends to cultivate 
“State’s rights doctrines,” and to relax re­ 
gard for the national compact. 
All which 
is silly. 
Secession never arose, or will 
arise, out of any just and honorable pride 
of the citizen in his community. 
W e shall hear enough to-day of the 
peculiar reasons why this State’s birthday 
should be observed w ith pomp and cere­ 
m onial. 
Chiefly the reasons are that no 
other State has had such grow th; no other 
State was born into the Union without 
passing through the probationary state of 
territorial government, and finally because 
th e admission of California was a gigantic 
and heroic blow at the institution of hu­ 
m an slavery, and aided in setting in mo­ 
tion the activities that resulted in the na­ 
tional policy being irrevocably declared 
th a t no new territory of the Union should 
be dedicated to slave labor. 
Of course there is a great deal to be said 
about the development accomplished in 
¡Cidftomia; of the splendid types of young 
jatnhood and young womanhood we ha ve 
grown, despite the prophesy that the m ild­ 
ness of our 
lim ite wonld give us only a 
weak m d nervelt— generation. 
There is 
muuh to be said of the immense m ineral 
w ealth California has poured into the lap 
of the nation, and still more to he said of 
the em pire of national strength that Cali­ 
fornia is to the Union. 
There ought to be 
and will be som ething said by the orators 
and the poets and songsters of the day of 
the men and women of genius and heroism 
California has developed, of her homes and 
h er industries, of her 
trials and her 
trium phs, and of her manifest destiny—all 
these things we can trust the orators and 
sweet singers of the day to elaborate. 
It is well to recall them, to take pride in 
them, to learn from them how to mark out 
for the State and her citizen men and 
Women better ami broader ways for the 
future, higher aims and loftier purposes 
and directer and better methods of accom­ 
plishm ent. 
W e hail the day and greet 
the Pioneers and the Native Sons and 
D aughters with approval for the cere­ 
monials that mark the passage of the for­ 
tieth anniversary of the birth of the State.

duty they have undertaken.

BelforeTs Magazine says, “it must not be 
overlooked th at reciprocity is not orthodox 
Republicanism.” 
True enough, in one 
sense, wholly error in another. 
There is 
no such thing as “orthodox Republicanism,” 
as Bel ford's construes it. 
On the contrary, 
Republicanism in its purity is progression. 
It is not the law of the past, but the need 
of the hour. 
Consistency in Republican­ 
ism is the truth of to-day, not the position 
of yesterday. 
W ith the true Republican 
the question is what is right now, what is 
best for the nation in the present; 
not 
“what did my party deem wise last week 
or last year?” 
If reciprocity, as proposed 
by the State Department, is the best for 
the material interests of the nation and its 
most stable advancement, then the Repub­ 
lican party should be and will be its advo­ 
cate, wholly irrespective of what its views 
may have been upon the questions in ap­ 
parent conflict with reciprocity between 
commercial nations. 
The true national 
party is not hide-bound ; it is not the slave 
of a mere creed, nor the servile instrum ent 
cf the past. 
It is the party th at has the 
courage and the ability to face any emer­ 
gency, and to act in the light of the pres­ 
ent as the need of the hour demands. The 
difficulty w ith the Democratic party is 
that it is one of precedents or orthodoxy ; 
th at it has uniformly made the past an ob­ 
struction in the pathway of the present; 
that it has forever been looking back­ 
ward, and seldom, if ever, forward. 
I t has 
never risen equal to the emergencies of a 
present, aud when it has attempted to do 
so, it has always been apologetically, or 
with such clinging to the leading strings of 
the past, as to disclose its insincerity and 
the want of courage to grapple with the 
things of to-day, for fear of the judgm ent 
of the record of yesterday. 
In other 
words, it is a non-progressive and ob­ 
structing party, because it is so slavishly 
orthodox.

W e indulged in some remarks concern­ 
ing a proposed new W hite House the 
other day, in which a protest was entered 
against destruction of or serious change in 
the present historic structure. 
W e held 
th at a new W hite House commensurate 
w ith the importance of the country can be 
constructed in front of the old one, or 
about it, so, indeed, as to enshrine it. 
Mrs. President Harrison has now ex­ 
pressed her ideas upon the subject. 
She 
too, would -preserve the old structure, and 
for reasons at once patriotic and practical 
She would continue it in use, but by 
adding wings on the west and east, with 
artistic colonades, she would gain the de­ 
sired room. On the south a winter garden 
should be built, so th at between the wings 
and the main building there would be an 
inclosed and roofed court into which all 
the suites of rooms would open. 
On great 
occasions these rooms and the garden 
would become practically one grand ap art­ 
ment. 
The objection to these plans is 
that the W hite House is not well located 
in a sanitary sense, and th at it ought to he 
more distant from the Capitol and less 
easy of access by the politicians. 
To these 
objections it may be replied th at the un­ 
sanitary condition of the W hite House is 
due to its internal economy of pipes and 
drains and not to its location. 
As to the 
second objection, nowhere w ithin the city 
of W ashington can the President secrete 
himself from the politicians.

CHINAMEN 
HAVE 
TROUBLE 
ABOUT 
A CELESTIAL DAMSEL. 


T hey A gree to M eet anti F ig h t I t Out, 
and One G ets B is Stom ach W ell 
F illed W ith Lead. 


Four pistol shots fired ia Chinatown 
yesterday afternoon caused the inhabitants 
of that district to rush from their dens to 
the street, and for a time the excitement 
ran high. 
Look Ling Sing and Loo Soon, 
two Chinese “ Masons,” met on the side­ 
walk on I street, between Third 
and 
Fourth, about 1 o’clock, and the former 
immediately drew a 44-caliber pistol and 
sent a ball into Soon’s stomach. They 
then grappled, and the wounded man 
finally succeeded in wresting the pistol 
from his adversary. The shooter then ran, 
pursued by Soon, who fired three times at 
him , but the bullets all went wide of their 
mark. 
Look LiDg Sing secreted him self in a 
wash-house on Fourth street, and his pur­ 
suer was taken to the Receiving Hospital 
for treatm ent. A horde of Chinamen fol­ 
lowed him and hung about the place for 
two or three hours. The wounded man 
declined the services of the City Physician, 
but he was given to understand that the 
evidence of a doctor was necessary in case 
of a fatal result. 
Dr. Nichols probed for the bullet and 
found it after inserting the instrum ent 
some seven inches. It had entered on the 
left side of the stomach ar.d passed 
through to the right side, imbedding itself 
about an inch from the surface. The ball 
could have been easily cut out. but the 
wounded man refused to subm it to the 
operation, saying that 
he would 
have 
a Chinese doctor from San Francisco, 
who would put on 
a 
plaster 
and 
draw the bullet out. Soon swore to a war­ 
rant charging the shooter with assault to 
murder, and was then removed to China­ 
town. 
Officers Snook and Wagner searched the 
dens near Fourth street, where the would- 
be assassin was supposed to have hidden, 
but they were unable to find him . A 
dozen of the wounded m an's friends joined 
in the hunt, and stationed friends around 
the spot where the man was seen to enter. 
The officers searched the premises for over 
two hours, but were unabie to find any 
trace of him. 
Loo Soon has a large num ­ 
ber of friends among the Chinese, and 
Siug'3 chances for escape are very poor. 
As usual in shooting affrays among the 
Chinese, the cause remains somewhat of a 
mystery. Different stories are told, but the 
more intelligent class of Chinamen say 


■ ported that K street, from Front to Fourth,

FOREIGN GAME BIRDS. 


Cbiueae an d A rizona Q uail B reeding Id 
Th is Vieinity. 
Last spring the State Fish and Game 
W ardens 
distributed several 
thousand 
Chinese quail among different parts of the 
State. 8ome were pul out on the Rancho 
del Paso, where they promptly commenced 
breeding. Several coveys ol the little ones 
were seen this summer, and there is reason 
to hope that the birds will in a few years 
be sufficiently numerous to afford plenty of 
shooting for sportsmen. 
These Chinese quail greatly resemble the 
common lark in size and plumage, except 
they have no yellow. They lie like stones 
in the grass, and will no doubt prove to be 
just the bird to afford good work for 
stanch-pointing dogs. 
They should be 
put out by the thousands the rom ing 
spring, and all club9 of sportsmen should 
lend their aid in the matter. They can be 
contracted for in San Francisco’s China­ 
town for abont $2 per dozen. 
At least 1,000 
dozen of these quail should be procured, if 
possible. 
Three years ago several dozen Arizona 
quail were turned loose on the Rancho 
del Paso and they, too, have bred. One 
large brood was seen the other day by an 
employe 
of the 
ranch. 
These 
birds 
strongly resemble the native valley quail, 
hot are lig h te r in color, their plumage 
haviDg more of the sagebrush tint than 
that, of the California quail, which is of a 
dusky blue. 
The habits of the Arizona birds have not 
been closely observed, but those of the 
Chinese birds have. 
A gentleman of this 
city bad several of the latter in a cage, 
but turned them loose. One hid in the 
grass in his yard, and lay so close before 
a dog that it was caught by Hand. 
If our 
valleys were well supplied with these Chi­ 
nese quail, 
sport with dog and 
gun 
would nave a boom. 
One fact should be borne in m ind—that 
these imported birds and their progeny 
cannot legally be shot for five years 
come.

San'F rancisco, Septem ber 8tb.—1The celebra­ 
tion of the fortieth anniversary of the adm is­ 
sion of California as a State of the Cuion has 
faiil r begun, and the rem ainder of the week 
will "be devoted , lo festivities by enthusiastic 
sons f.nd daughters of tbe Golden West. The 
Pioneers hi-ve joined hands w ith their children 
and have brought into the celebration that 
Cave: of the days of ’49 w hich they alone could 
give, .nid w hich only was needed to round out 
the event and m ake it perfect. The business 
and professional m en ot the city, both those 
whose children are native sons or daughters, 
and those who are not th u s so closely bound to 
the Golden State, have generously contributed 
from th eir m eans to m sko the celebration a suc­ 
cess, and the result is seen in the beautiful 
decoi ations w hich m eet tbe eye in the business 
streets. 
Til E STMET DECORATIONS. 
The decoration of tbe city is now completed. 
The streets along w hich the great procession of 
to-morrow w ill pass are gay w ith flags and 
stream ers, and nearly every business house has 
m ade special effort to show appreciation of the 
event. The fronts ot m any ot the buildings 
have very elaborate and costly decorations. 
One of the firms latest to com plete their deco­ 
rative work, owing to its elaborate nature, 
is situated at the corner of Post and Kearny 
streets. An im m ense triple picture is a con­ 
spicuous object in the center of the building. 
I t represents a sleepiug m iner upon a cliff over­ 
looking th e gold diggings, w ho sees in his 
dream s the sun rising over his Eastern home. 
On the left of this a picture is given of w hat the 
spot was like in 1850—a sea of sand, over w hich 
a lone wagon is trying to m ake headw ay. 
On 
th e opposite side is the transform ation which 
forty years has worked, containing a view of 
th e present block surrounded by a m ultitude of 
people. All the windows above are ornam ented 
w ith draperies of bunting held in place by gar­ 
lands of evergreen. Sim ilar, but more elabor­ 
ate draperies, ornam ent tbe store windows, 
w here the Bear Bag is conspicuous, and pretty 
shields bearing Welcome lo the Pioneers and 
N ative Sons. 
THE CITY THRONGED WITH VISITORS. 
M ajor H am m cnd says th at the num ber of vis' 
Itors outside of Native Sous is som ething u n ­ 
precedented. Already he estim ates there are 
70,000 strangers in the city. 
This m orning, 
w hen the special train arrived at the Oakland 
Mole having on board the Contra Costa Parlors, 
it was im possible to accommodate the crowd on 
th e steam er Piedm ont. 
Alter the boat was 
Í 
lacked to its utm ost capacity, there were at 
east 1.500 people left on the mole until the next 
trip. On arriving at this side it took thirty 
m inutes to unload the passengers. Tbe Captain 
said it was the largest crowd he had ever seen 
o n th e boat. 


T n E SACRAMENTO PARLOR. 
A lthough the decorations of the booth allotted 
to Sacram ento Parlor are not yet in place, there 
are sufficient lor one to form the impression 
th a t w hen com pleted the booth will be hand­ 
som e in the extrem e. Red and yellow bunting 
is draped over the entrance way, and ferns, 
flowers and fruits will form the chief feature of 
th e inside attractions. The members of the 
parlor are energetically engaged in getting 
everything in shape. 
THE PARADE. 
Grand M arshal C. L. Tilden is the m an who is 
looked up to m ost by the great nost intending 
to participate in the j«trade. All day yesterday, 
RDd up to 3 o'clock this morning, he was en­ 
gaged in perfecting the arrangem ents for the 
parade. 
T he parade will start prom ptly at 10 o'clock 
te-morrow m orning, and all aids m ust report, 
m ounted, to tbe Chief Aid, at 9 o'clock a. m., on 
E llis street east of Powell. The route of the 
procession is as follows: Starting from th e cor­ 
n er of M arket and Montgomery, down Mont­ 
gom ery to Montgomery avenue, up Montgomery 
avenue to Kearny, to Market, to Van Ness 
avenue, to Geary street; then counterm arching 
upon Van Ness avenue to M arket street, thence 
to Fourth and M arket, where the parade will 
be dismissed. No organization will be allowed 
to leave the line u ntil it arrives at Fourth street. 
A review w ill be held by Governor W aterman 
and the Grand M arshal st Eighth and M arket 
streets as the colum n passes on its counter­ 
m arch down M arket street. 
THE REGATTA.

The colors of the differ­ 
en t rowing organizations were quite conspicu­ 
ous, and m ade a gay appearance. Toe early 
S 
art of the m orning was som ewhat cloudy, but 
y the tim e the first race was announced the 
sky had cleared and the sun shone brightly, 
m aking it a perfect racing day. The w eather 
• was • |uite calm. Hardly a ripple was noticeable. 
As the different boats put in their appearance 
they were loudly cheered by their friends and 
enthusiastic rowing m en. Some of th e rowing 
clubs were tardy in getting ready to start. The 
affair was well m anaged by those having it in 
Charge. 
The first event on the program m e was an am a­ 
teu r shell race. The eutries w ere: Ariel Club, 
H arry Tirrell; Pioneer, M. Stokes, W. J. Ellis;

U nion Club of Stockton, Jam es Lynn. 
All the entries started w ith the exception ol 
W. J. Ullis of the Pioneer Club, who unfortu­ 
n ately ran into a W hitehall, injuring his shell 
to such an extent as to m ake it unfit to row 
in. 
T he course rowed over was a m ile and return. 
Btokes of the Pioneer Club took lead at the 
start, and at the stake-boat was still ahead, and 
cam e hom e from the stake-boat w ith ease, win­ 
n ing hands down. Lynn of the Union Club. 
Stockton, broke an oar and turned his shell 
over. At the tim e of the accident he was in 
second place. The first prize consisted of $30. 
th e second $1». third $10. The tim e m ade over 
th e two-m ile course by the w inner was 15 m in­ 
utes. The rem ainder of the scullers were all 
launched. 
The second event on the program m e was the 
professional scull race. The entries consisted 
of D. T. Griffin, W. H. Growney, J. T. Sullivan. 
H eniv Peterson and Hencemau. l h e two lat­ 
ter allowed all the others a start of thirty sec­ 
onds. In this race the people had an opportu­ 
n ity of seeing two of the best scullers on the 
coast come together, an event which has long 
been desired.
